S t Paul warned the Church against, 
these human philosophies, and called 
them "science, falsely so-called," which 
make void the Word of God. 
These 
errors have been Instrumental In divld 
lag the faith of God's people Into OOO 
different denominations, with 600 dif­ 
ferent professions, 
lf God's people 
could all come back to the simplicity 
of tbe Bible's teaching, all of tbese dif­ 
ferences 
would 
speedily 
disappear. 
God's Word would be seen to be beau­ 
tiful nod harmonious and satisfactory 
to the consecrated Intellect 
The Bible Resurrection Reasonable. 
Really tbe doctrine of tbe resurrec­ 
tion of tbe dead bas been repudiated 
by all denominations, not willingly, 
hot intentionally, but perforce, as it 
were. 
An opposite theory received 
and entrenched In tbe minds gives no 
place for tbe doctrine of tbe resurrec­ 
tion as the Bible presents It. 4H>nse- 
quently we have twisted the. doctrine 
of the resurrection and recite. “I ’be­ 
lieve in tbe resurrection of tbe body." 
Yet, even this perverted view of tbe 
resurrection 
is not 
satisfactory 
to 
those who hold it. They wish many a 
time that the doctrine of the resurrec­ 
tion was hot in the Bible, so much 
difference does It cause. For instance, 
how iuconslstent it seems that they 
should say. "I believe In the resurrec­ 
tion of tbe body," and then say, as 
mqny do, Dying Is but going borne, 
getting rid of the mortal flesh, aud 
being freed from its limitations, 
lf It 
is a blessing to die and get free from 
tbe limitations of tbe body, how could 
it be a blessing to be reincarcerated in 
It 
through all eternity? 
There is nothing inconsistent in tbe 
Bible presentation of tbe resurrection. 
Not from the Bible, but from men. 
conies tbe suggestion of tbe resurrec­ 
tion of the body. Tbe Bible Invariably 
refers to tbe resurrection of tbe soh!. 
It Is tbe soul that dies; aa we read, 
"The soul that slnuetb it shall tile." 
Adam was created a living soul, but 
bls living soul came under th* death 
sentence because be disobeyed God. 
It was bis tout that was redeemed 
from death, not bl* body. "I will re­ 
deem thy life (look up the word life to 
see lf It is from tbe Hebrew word 
meaning soul, and lf so. add tbe word 
Maul ofter tbe word life, In parenthe­ 
sis* from destruction.—Psalm cill. 4. 
To accomplish Hits redemption we 
read that 'Christ jesus "poured out 
(lls soul. unto death."- Ile made "His 
soul uu offering for sin." 
Moreover, 
we are particularly told that It was 
the soul of Jesus that was raised from 
the dead: "I will not leave Thy soul 
in »hcol." St. Peter quotes this state­ 
ment us prophetical of tbe resurrection 
of Jesus that His soul was not left 
iu hedch. 
With what body db they 
come? Is a totally different ques­ 
tion 
Some of tbe dead souls, In the 
resurrection, will come forth with spir­ 
it bodies, and others with human 
bodies, according to tbe Bible. But the 
tmiiortuut point Is that It Is the son!. 
the bring, tbs I comes forth, lf the soul 
dies, as tbe Bible declares, then mani­ 
festly tbe soul should be resurrected. 
. 
Bible Made Veld by Tradition. 
The difficulty with us bas been that 
we "have made void tbe Word of God" 
by our "traditions." We received from 
the Grecian philosophers a tradition 
which Socrates and Plato both ad­ 
vocated. namely, that when a human 
being dies he does not really die. Tbe 
soul. It la claimed, cannot die, but 
whenever tbe soul gets out of tbe body, 
tho body diet. 
How strange It aeema 
that we all accepted this philosophy 
without a word of Scripture, but with 
hundreds of Scriptures to condemn It! 
It liehnove** us to tuke a decided stand 
either with the Grecian philosophers 
and their theories, or with tbe Bible. 
The two are In conflict and whoever 
attempts to hold both ta In confusion. 
if the dead are not dead, then no hu­ 
man being Is dead; and lf no cue la 
dead, how could there Im a resurrec­ 
tion of the dead?

It was but a few years ago that the greatest troubles this country 
experienced was the LOW PRIDE of wheat and other necessary arti­ 
cles of food and now we are told that the grea*est curse we are called 
on to endure Is the high prices of these same things, and at the same 
time it is easier for the “wage earner” or the “salary earner” to sup­ 
ply the needs of his family now than it was when low prices prevailed. 
The cause of tile present unrest is found, in some measure, iu the 
general rush to enjoy the pleasures of the “rich man” before the 
riches are earned and so we find many men running their amomobiles 
when they should be hoeing their potatoes and then when sufficient 
potatoes were grown and marketed and the money in hand the auto 
?ould be enjoyed and potatoes would be sold at a fair price. 
Sometimes we find the producer going to the large city or town 
that he and his family may enjoy the delights of city life and thus, 
one by one. the producers become the consumers and the "balance of 
trade” is against us and soon prices are raised because of SHORT 
CROPS. 
Now one of the incentives to leave the farm and go to the city 
is because of the artificial and arbitrary way in which the railroads 
fix their freight rates. It costs San Diego less money to bring goods 
from Chicago than it costs us to have the goods left here, and so of 
every other part of the country. 
They charge more for the “short 
haul” thau for the “long haul.” 
Now this brings up a question that is closely allied to the present 
political situation and we will take up that matter later and try to 
discover a remedy.
